TO:  BOARD  OF  PUBLIC  WORKS: 


On  April  20,  i960,  Mr.  George  Kowalczyk  addressed  a letter  to 
Mr.  Howard  Biggs  in  which  he  requested  that  a statement  be  issued  to  the 
Board  of  Public  Works  to  the  effect  that  no  public  sewers  or  water  mains 
are  now  in  existence,  and  none  are  conterplated  in  an  alley  between  Redwood 
Avenue  and  Bueter  Road,  from  the  south  property  line  of  Raymond  Avenue  to 
the  north  property  line  of  Felician  Street. 

There  are  no  water  lines  installed  here,  and  none  are  contem- 
plated. There  is,  however,  a 6"  sewer  installed  in  the  first  alley  west 
of  Bueter  Road  from  Ra3nnond  Street  southward,  to  a point  approximately 
60 • south  of  the  south  line  of  Felician  Street. 

Because  of  the  existing  sewer,  it  will  be  necessary  to  maintain 
an  easement  in  this  alley  unless  the  proposed  development  would  be  such  as 
to  make  it  possible  to  remove  or  reroute  this  sewer.
